He  had  fine  possesMamof  langujage,  a(id  was 
well  informed  on  all  tie  subjects  that  greatly 
concerned  the  times.  When  the  church  bad 
no  pastor,  he  often  ledi  the  devoltior.s  of  the 
church  with  no  small  affect.  He  was  a man 
of  pathos,  and  of  delicate  feelings;  The  un- 
dertaker who  had  long  served]  the  dity  of 
Natchez,  once  told  me, that  the  jinest  funeral 
oration  he  ^ad  ever  heard  was  made  by  Mr. 
Pendletpn.  This  was  no  small  compliment, 
as  Dr.  Stratton  of  Natchez  is  peculiarly  en- 
dowed for  funeral 
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sition  to  tpe  man.  He  was  right1,  ai  tbe  man 
afterwards  proved  to  be  very  corrupt.

Tn  the  flight  cf  years  the  fruit  would  bad, 

d blossom,  and  form,  and  then  fall  untime- 
ly, bnt  Mr.  Pend'eton  kept  his  face  to  the 
future  When  hope  was  dead,  and  tbe  future 
seemed  empty  of  results,  be  bad  God  and 
principle  left,  and  stoed  for  them  in  the  sttrn 
desperation  of  a Christian  kero. 

Mr.  Pendleton  was  a model  deacon.  I have 
not  yet  seen  his  superior.  He  inf  orme  f bimse'f 
as  to  wbat  was  required  of  him  as  a deacon, 
and  tfcen  pet  formed  his- duty.  He  held  “ the 
mystery’  of  the  faith  in  a pare  conscience^’ 
He  looked  after  the  temporal  concerns  of  the 
chnrch.  he  assisted  his  pastor  in  the  wc-rk. 
Op  Sunday -afternoons,  he  visted  where  his 
prfeserce  w?s  most  needed,  and  told  his  pas- 
tor a'cerwards  such  things  as  were  helpful  to 
hit*!  in  his  ministrations.  Like  Encth,  he 

Iced  with  God,  and  God  took  hint.  His 
li^jht  went  ont  in  the  twinkle  of  an  eye.  The 
valves  of  the  engine  collapsed,  and  the  ma- 
chinery stopped.  As  iu  the  flow  of  health 
the  weary  man  rests  in  sleep,  so  seemed  be  to 
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occasions. 

Mr.  Perdleton  was  a highly  respected  cil 
zen  of  Natchez.  For  a half  century  he  was 
familiar  figure  ou  the  streets  of  that  city.  H 
rectitude  before  tbe  pyople  was  unbendirj 
his  integrity  iqdisputed.  His  hiisjnessf  relj 
tions  touched  the  interests  of  the  peop  1-j  f-oi 
center  to  circumference.  The[-  knew  bin 
ndl  by  casual  acquaintance,  bt^t  jy  person: 
contact.  His  relation  to  them  threaded  th 
mazes  of  business.  He  walked;  w ith  the  pec 
pie.  he  handled  their  money.  !b:  presenter 
them  bills  of  account.  Yet  when  Mr.  Pen 
dleton  was  dead,  the  citizens  of  N atchez:  vic< 
with  each  other  to  show  their  respect  for  hi: 
memory.  Very  many  of  theqr  sought  the 
privilege  of  taking  a last  look  at  tjhe  form  0 
the  peaceful  sleeper.  I am  sure  tjhat  I have 
not  in  my  ministerial  career  seen  t longer  fu- 
neral procession  than  followed  hisj  remains  to 
the  city  of  the  dead. 

Mr.  Pendleton  was  a true  Baptist.  His  al- 
legiance to  his  church  was  tested  bore  than 
any  other  gift  he  possessed.  I gr^-  pensive 
as  I think  of  it.  I could  wish  |hat  there 
had  teen  some  cheerful  years  in  his  church 
life.  I tried  to  bring  sunshine  for!  him  when 
his  life's  shadows  were  becoming  horizontal,, 
bnt  so  many  times  had  he  seen  haji  proudest 
hope  decay,  that  he  coaid  not  be  persuaded 
that  any  thing  lasting  was  being  d|me  for  the 
chnrch  in  Natchez  When  he  cattie  to  Mi*.
